This 
can be due to a faulty fuel pump, 
but Just as likely may be due to 
vapor lock, But let s not stop there. 
A restriction In the gas line prob­ 
ably is the answer in this case, but 
experience proves that it doesn’t pay 
to be too sure of vapor lock as the 
explanation. Actually there may be 
a more permanent restriction which 
can be removed only by blowing out 
the lines with air from a bicycle 
pump. Air itself, sucked in by the 
fuel pump through a small leak in 
the flexible line from the main line 
to the fuel pump, may ajso act as a 
restrictor.
